We've Got a Black Market 
Too, Say Harassed Grocers 


By Louise Mitchell 


Eggs should not cost more than 49 cents a dozen in retail grocery and dairy 
stores. If you are paying more, your retailer is not passing on to you, the consumer, the 


drop in price on the wholesale level. 


He is trying to get a few extra pennies on each 


dozen in order to relieve the “squeeze” that the wholesaler puts on him for other 


food items. 

Black market operations in 
scarce commodities are just as pre- 
valent in grocery as in butcher 
stores. A few extra pennies will 
buy whatever you want. 

Speaking to a retail clerk yester- 
day, the Daily Worker learned that 
the retailer who is at the mercy of 
the whclesaler as far as prices are 
concerned, has to put up with 
many unfair and illegal practices 
if he hopes to get foodstuffs. for 
his shelves. 


A PRICE SQUEEZE 


Then again, even the honest re- 
taller has to pass on many of these 
Practices to the consumer who in 
the end pay in hard-earned cash 
for the lack of overall rationing 
and effective price control. 

The most prevalent illegal prac- 
tice is the tie-in sale. The whole- 
saler tells the retailer that in or- 
der to buy scarce commodities like 
canned goods, chccolate and dairy 
products, he must buy fancy food- 
stuffs that he doesn’t need. As a 
result, the retail stores are now 
flooded with all kinds of specially 
prepared sauces, dressings, and 
concoctions while the necessary 
protective focds continue to be 
scarce. Items which bring higher 
margins of profit are pushed on the 
consumer. 

The average retailer charges as 
much as he can get away with, said 
the clerk. Whenever the Office of 
Price Administration punctures the 
ceiling price on a given commodity, 
retailers buy a small order at the 
higher price in order to be able to 
raise the price on all the same 
merchandise in stock. 


CEILINGS DISAPPEAR 


As for March high ceilings, they 
are virtually no longer in existence, 
the clerk revealed. 

For instance, a can of Sheffield’s 
evaporated milk was 8 cents in 
March. It was then changed to 3 
for 25 cents and later on to 11 
cents a can. It now sells for 11, if 
you can get it. 

A number 2 can of Snider Pack- 
ing Co., peas used to be 17 cents 
in March. As a “loss-leader” 
often went for 15 cents. It now 
costs 21 cents. A Standard Brands 
number 1 can of fruit cocktail, 
apricots or pears used to be about 
17 cents in March. Prices now 
range from 21 to 23 cents. Canned 
figs under original ceiling were 15 
cents, now they are 25. 

Postum used to be 49 cents a can. 
It is now 79 or 84 cents. 

The clerk insisted that price vio- 
lations were rampant in scarce 
commodities. Wholesalers hold back 
on their merchandise until prices 
are broken and then sell them to 
the grocer at higher levels. In the 
large chain grocery stores, custom- 
ers cften find that well known 
brands are removed from the 
shelves for weeks only to return at 
higher prices. 

Stores which have highest ceil- 
ing prices get the orders faster than 
all others. 

Because the retailer is forced to 
buy “penalty” items if he wants to 
getfi the products he neecs, the 
grocer pushes needless and expen- 
sive preparations on the consumer. 

Increased whclesale prices are 
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as in the case of eggs, are not 
passed on fast enough to the eon- 
sumer, the clerk admitted. 
Retailers are careful to sell mer- 
chandise to organized consumers at 
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correct levels. The storekeeper 
doesn’t want to Icck horns with the 
OPA. That is why it is important,

Longshoremen, who remember 
how Bridges led their struggle for 
organizaticn in 1934, as he is lead- 
ing the waterfront war work today, 
will fight this decision. Millions of 
Americans will back them. 

The fight is being led by the 
Bridges Victory Committee of San 
Francisco, of which George Wilson 
is secretary, and, in New York, by 
the Citizens Committee for Harry 
Bridges. ; 

Judge Welsh rejected every argu- 
ment of Bridges’ attorneys. 

In his 27-page opinion he de- 
nied that Bridges had been placed 
in “double jeopardy” as a result of 
being subjected to a second hear- 
ing after he had already been 
cleared in a previous hearing. 

The judge put the loyal longshore 
leader in the category of “aliens” 
who. “have manifested a spirit of 
disloyalty.” 

The Court admitted, however, 
that his decision was based on one 
witness, Harry Lundeberg, leader cf 
a rival union.

When Chairman Paul V. McNutt of the 
War Manpower Commission made _public a 
plan for voluntary caoperation, there was a 
general feeling that something would really 
get under way. Unfortunately, the pro- 
gram has not been pushed with very great 
vigor. This encouraged the draft advocates 
to renew their proposal. 

The Austin-Wadsworth and similar pro- 
posals also sound a warning to labor. Labor 
must take the initiative both nationally and 
in every locality to solve the manpower 
shortage wherever it actually exists. For 
example, there is a serious manpower prob- 
lem in agriculture which must be met. The 
problem is one of mobilizing thousands in 
urban centers for seasonal or weekend farm 
work, an adequate supply and repair of farm 
equipment and a more organized utilization 
of available farm labor. It is also one of 
pressure upon state governments for steps 
that could help. Labor has given the lead 
on such problems in industry. Labor can 
do it jointly with the farmers, too. 


The Offensive 


T= capture of Kursk, a key German 

bastion since November, 1941, is among 
the latest glorious victories of the Soviet 
offensive. Kharkov, the industrial capital of 
the Ukraine, is now threatened, while Rostov 


seems on the verge of falling. From the 


Central Donetz region, the Red Army is push- 
ing towards the heart of the Ukraine, and 
the Caucasus the ring is closing on another 
German army of 200,000 men. The great 
victory at Stalingrad set the pattern: the 
objective is not only to liberate territory but 
to crush the invading armies. 

The Soviet offensive shows no sign of 
slackening. On t h e contrary, it gathers 
tempo and power with each new victory. As 
Izvestia, official government organ points out, 
this offensive cannot be halted. 

Among, the people of England and 
America especially, the great news from the 
Eastern Front arouses a sense of urgency, 
the need to join our arms with those of the 
glorious Red Army in common fighting action 
by immediately opening the Western Front 
in Europe. By launching the two-front war 
against Hitler Germany before the winter is 
much further gone, we can assure that the 
decisive’ blows will be struck rapidly. To 
delay much longer may give Hitler the op- 
portunity to regather his forces for new 
blows in the spring or summer. 

And it is precisely this that Hoover has 
in wind when he resumed before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee on Manpower his 
agitation against American military action 
in Europe this year. His statement that we 


“must envision the war extending another 


three to five years, that we must maintain 
the ring around Europe and wage only a 
war of attrition this year, that we should not 
“attempt too much on the military side” and 
not try to do “too much too fast,” and that 
we should wait until next year before at- 
tempting a knockout blow against Germany, 
is the most brazen and open defeatist 
propaganda yet undertaken. 

Hoover’s agitation, accompanied by the 
intensified activities of all the fascist and 
appeasement elements in the country, is part 
of an offensive to save Hitlerism from 
destruction. They are seeking to prevent 
the immediate application.of the plans of 
Casablanca, to delay action long enough to 
permit Hitler an opportunity to recuperate. 
These efforts must be met by the greatest

Challenges Our War Effort

Perhaps the hottest fight on the 
production front in 1943 will take 
place in the agricultural sector. It 
is the wenkest sector; iargely be- 
cause the win-the-war forces, those 
who support the Administration, are 
weakest. 

It is also, obviously, a vital part 
of the war front not only from the 
point of view of food, but because 
it produces a huge amount of raw 
materials needed in war industry. 
As for food, not only do we need 
it for our arfhed forces and our 
civilian population, but ever greater 
quantities are needed for lend-lease 
to our fighting allies and for the 
relief of peoples liberated from the 
Axis heel—as in North Africa to- 
day. 


In 1942 the farmers of the nation 


produced about 10 per cent more 
food than in 1941. They did it with 
fewer farms in operation and with 
a shortage of manpower. Yet every- 
one of us knows that already there 
are food shortages, and more are 
expected. The reason is that our 
armed forces and our allies are get- 
ing a substantial part of the crop, 
and the great influx of workers into 
heavy industry has increased. our 
civilian food needs.
